The following relation of one of the numer-

the enmity of their houses in the indulgence 
of a mutual and ardent pagsion. In one of 
(heir secret interviews in the palace of Lam- 
bertazzi, the lovers were betrayed tothe bro- 
thers of Imilda; she fled at their approach, 
but they rushed upon Bonifazzio, immediate- 


‘ly despatched him with their poisoned dag- 


gers, and dragged his body to a deserted 
Court. The unhappy girl returning to the 
chamber discovered his crue] fate by the 
stains of blood, and traced the corpse to the 
spot where it had been thrown. It was yet 
warm, and with mingled agony and hope she 
endeavoured to suck the venom from its 
wounds. But she only imbibed. the’ poison 
into her own veins; and the ill-fated pair were 
found stretched lifeless together. This sad 
catastrophe inflamed the hatred of thes two 
houses to desperation; their respective face 
tions in the city espoused their quarrel ; they 
flew to arms--and forty days the streets and 
palaces of Bologna were the scenes of a ge- 
neral and furious contest, which terminated ip 
favour of the Guelfs. The Lambertazzi and 
all their Ghibelin associates were driven from 
the city ; their houses were razed, and twelve 
thousand citizens were involved in a common 
sentence of banishment. 





A TALE OF THE REVOLUTION.

At the battle of Brandywine, act- 
ing as sergeant of a company in the Delaware 
regiment, my captain being killed, and licu- 
tenant absenting himself from the field for the 
greater safety of his mother’s son, I fought 
with desperation till our ammunition was ex- 
pended, and my comrades being compelled to 
retire, I was Iett hopeless and wounded on the 
ground, and fel! into the hands of the enemy.

My preju- 
dices against a jail, | have frankly told, and 
being pretty confident that I should nota whit 
better relish a lodging in the inside of a pri- 
son-ship, I once again suffered myself to be 
persuaded, and listed in the infantry of Parle- 
ton’s legion. O! botheration—what a mis- 
take~-I never had such bad company; as a 
man of honour I was out of my e/lement, and 
should certainly have given them /eg bu:/, but 
that I had not time to brood over my misfor- 
tunes, for the battle of Cowpens quickly fol- 
lowing, Howard and Kirkwood gave us the 
bayonet so handsomely, that we were taken 
one and all, and I stiould have escaped unhuit 
had nota dragoon of Washington’s added a 
slight scratch or two to the account already 
scored on my unfortunate carcass. As to all 
the miseries that I have endured—afflicted 
with a scarcity of every thing but appetite 
and mosquitoes, I say nothing about them.— 
My love for my country gives me courage to 
support that, and a great deal more when it 
comes. 1 love my comrades and they love 
Docherty. Exchanging kindnesses, we give 
care to the dogs; but surely you will not be 
surprised after all that | have said, that I feel 
some qualms at the thought of batile, since, 
take whatever side I will, [ am always sure 
to find it the wrong one.—[Johnson’s life of 
Greene.

AMERICAN CHAZACTER. 

There is astrange potion prevailing in Eng- 
land, that the socizty, in America, is yet ina 
rude state: tha’. the American is and must be 
for some time, an unpolished nation ; that, when 
they become’ polished, and when great riches 
are accumulated by individuals, they will have 
as mich pauperism and as many crimes as we 
have ; and, that ours has only been the unavoid- 
able progress of civilization and refinement.— 
ifthis were true, it would be impossible to 
deny, that during this king’s reign, we have 
made a most wonderful progress in the sub- 
line arts of polishing and refining, seeing that 
since 1769, the paupers have increased an 
hundred fold. But, Sir, if 1 look back to the 
days of Pope, I do not perceive that there is 
much proof of ail increase of the quantity of 
the highest talent. If, by polish and refine- 
ment are meant Ayfoerisy in all its various 
branches, we have certainly arrived at the 
pinnacle. But as tothe Americans being in 
a rude state, on what is the notion founded ?— 
Their dress, their amusements, their manner 
of eating and drinking are so much like ours, 
that were it not for the absence of beggary, 
misery, and filthy streets, a man dropped down 
in an American town would imagine himself 
stillin England. There is no science, no art | 
known in England, which is not studied and 
practised in America, and, in numerous in- 
stances, w'th greater success than in England. 
Their courts of justice have the same forms ; 
law is administered in the same manner; in 
many cases it is the same law. In matters of 
commerce and navigation, the Americans al- 
most equal us, and are in a fair way of out- 
stripping us; and, as tothe affairs of war, 
whether on land or sea, they have made us 
feel, and they have convinced all the world, 
that they want no lesson from any body. 

Where, then, are we to look for these marks 
of comparative rudeness ? Not in the speeches 
made in congress, nor in the notes and other 
papers of their diplomatic ministers; for as to 
these latter, it makes one blush for one’s 
country to view their vast superiority. Is it 
in their friendly and dignified deportment to- 
wards foreign nations ; inthe wisdom and gen- 
tleness of their government and laws; in the 
peaceable behaviour of their citizens ; in the 
absence of crimes, and in the want of rotten 
boroughs and a ‘* new drop ;’’ is it in any, or 
M all of these, that we are to look for proofs 
of this alleged rudeness ? 

So far, sir, from its being true, that the 
Americans are, in a mass, compared to us, in 
a rude state, that the very confrury is the truth. 
In America, there are none of the brogues or 
dialects which distinguish Scotch, and Eng- 
lish, and Inish, and Yorkshiremen, and Wilt- 
shiremen, and Cockneys from each other.— 
These cease withthe emigrant, whose chiidren 
speak good and correct English. In America, 
reading and writing, and something beyond 
merely these, are universal. The American 
farmer has other charms under his root besides 
those of attending his hospitality. He can 
converse with you upon almost any subject. 
The Bible alone dves not form his library.— 
He comes in from the heat of the sun, strip- 
ped to his shirt, and takes down a volume of 
the Encyclopedia, or some book of science, 
travels, history, law, politicks, or poetry.— 
When he has rested himself he returns to his 
field or his yard. There is no law of his coun- 
try, no regulations which he does not under- 
stand ; no right that he possesses, that he does 
not know how to go to work to defend; no 
public question in which he does not feel a 
lively interest, and as to which he is not liable 
to express his opinion. 1 must be understood, 
of course, to speak with exceptions. There 
are stupid men in all countries. But, asa 
general description, | pledge myself for the 
truth of what.J have said, with the expecta- 
tion that, in less than four months, this letter 
will find its way to every part of the country 
of which Lam speaking, and with very pow- 
erful yeasons net to be looked upon, in that 
country as a dester in falsehoods, and more 
especially as a flattercr. 

And then, sir, if what I have here stated is 
true, will not you, with all your unshaken at- 
tachment to old England (and which, after 
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you) with all the sorrow that you must feel at 
seeing distant regions carry off the fruits of the 
talents, the labours, and the sufferings of Sid- 
ney and of Cooke, will not you®tising envy 
be stifled by that generosity which will make 
you exclaim, “ blasted be the man who wouid 

destroy the harmony and freedom of such a 

people !” 

As to the effect of great individual fortunes 
on the liberties and moral state of the Ame- 
ricans, such fortunes already exist. There 
are men in America worth half a million ster- 
ling each. But as these riches have not been 
derived from taxes, they have not impoverish- 
ed and degraded any part of the community 
in accumulation; and as it is impossible that 
they would be employed in the purchase of 
boroughs, they do not appear to be dangerous 
to public liberty. The Edinburgh Reviewers 
flatter themselves, that these rich merchants 
will, in time, become lords of the country ; 
and, they will tell us, that our government 
ought to conciliate their friendship before- 
hand, These wise critics know, orappear to 
know, very little about the matter. They 
seem very uneasy at the existence of a great 
democracy. They are anxious to see it con- 
verted into a “ more dignified” state, with a 
** great body of aristocracy able to protect the 
people against the throne, and the throne 
against the people!” In short, they itch all 
over to see a list of ‘* royal burghs” in Ame- 
rica. Idare say, the Americans will be much 
obliged to them for their anxiety; but Lam 
very sure that they will think themselves bet- 
ter protected by their power of choosing their 
own public servants, than they would be by 
any great body ‘of nobles, even if imported 
from Scotland, and if Mr. Jeffrey himself were 
to go out as king. No, sir, I do not believe 
that the Americans will be very likely to fall 
upon the scheme of rearing a throne for the 
purpose of wanting ‘a great body of nobles” 
to prolect them against that throne. Such bril- 
liant schemes they will leave, with all humili- 
ty, to the polished and refined nations of Eu- 
rope.

GENERAL POST OFFICE. 

In 1823, there was a deficiency of receipts 
to meet the current expenses of this Depart- 
ment, forthe three years proceding the Ist 
April, 1823, of $262,821 46. The expendi- 
tures exceeced the receipts, forthe year end- 
ing onthe Ist July, 1823, by $55,540 39. The 
expenditures for the year ending on the Ist 
July, 1824, amounted to $1,169,498 91.— 
There was received for postag~e-dering the 
same time, $1,156,811 56; which shows a 
balance of expenditure over the receipts of 
twelve thousand three hundred and eighty- 
seven dollars and fthirty-five cents. ‘The re- 
ceipts for the year ending on the Ist July, 
1825, were $1,252,061 32—the expenditures 
$1,206,584 42—leaving a balance of receipts 
above the expenditures, of forty-five thousand 
four hundred and seventy-six dollars and 
ninety cents. 

In making the contracts in the fall of the 
year 1823, there was a reduction of expendi- 
ture, though an increase of mail accommoda- 
tion was given, of $47,821 12. This sum may 
therefore be added to the increased recelpts, 
as it was an augmentation of the means of the 
Department. 

The increase of the transportation of the 
maik since the 1st July, 1823, amounts to one 
million five hundred and twenty-eight thou- 
sand eight hundred aud twenty-one miles an- 
nually ; » stance nearly equal to one-sixth 
of its annual transportation throughout the 
Union previous to that time; and only falling 
short about tvo hundred thousand m-les per 
annum of its entire conveyance in the year 
1797. 

Since the Ist Julv, 1823, there have been 
established one thousand and forty Post Offi- 
ces; a greater number than existed in the 
Union in the year 1891. 

It isstated in the report of 17th Navember, 
1823, that there was due to the Dipertment 
from Postmiasters, laté Postmasters, 7and Con- 
tractors, on the Ist July, 1823, three hundred 
and ninety-one thousand nine hundred and 
ninety-four dollars and fifty-nine cents. And 
in the same report it was estimated, that not 
more than two hundred and fifty thowsand dol- 
lars of this sum could be collected. The pro- 
gress that has since been made, in adjusting 
these balances, goes to confirm the ‘accuracy 
of this estimate. 

in the operations of this Department, there 
are between fifteen and twenty thousand 
agents employed. That these should all act 
with the promptituce and precision of a well 
disciplined military corps is not to be expect- 
ed ; but it is believed, that, with some excep- 
tions, they exhibit an energy and attention in 
the discharge of their multifarious duties, 
creditable to themselves and advantageous to 
the public. The quarterly returns of Post- 
masters are now made with great punctuality, 
and they seldom fail to pay the drafts of the 
Department.

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The Delaware and Raritan Canal which will 
form a connecting link in the great chain of 
Canals, has been Jaid out by the surveyors and 
will be undertaken inthe spring. The Main 
Trunk, commencing in the valley of the Ra- 
ritan, and following said valley nearly to the 
junction of the Millstone and Raritan—thence 
passing along the course of the Millstone in 
the vicinity of Kingston, to near the junction 
of the Stony Brook with the Millstone—thence 
throngh the valley of Stony Brook to the south 
of Princeton, through the Lawrence Meado vs, 
in nearly a direct course to the city of Tren 
ton—thence passing the village of Lamberton 
to its point of connection with the channel of 
the Delaware. The width of the trunk to be 
6 feet, and depth of water 8 feet, correspond- 
ing with the dimensions of the~Chesapeake 
and Delaware Cunal. 

The Feeder commences at the confluence of 
the Delawere and Muscometeong, near the 
mouth of the Lehigh, and passes along the 
valley of the Delaware through the city of 
Trenton, to its termination in the Canal—the 
fall in the whole length of the feeder will be 
117 feet in width and depth of waier 5 feet. 

The summit level on this route between the 
Delaware aud Karitan, is48 feet. Length of 
Cana! and Feeder, 84 miles, Agreeably to the 
provisions of. the act of the Legislature of 
Pennsylvania, the approbation of the lenited 
States’ Engineers has been obtained for the 
above route. 
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SURRENDER OF ST. JUAN DE ULOA., 
The Spaniards have been forced to abandon 
the last strong hold they possessed on this 
side of the whole continent of America. The 
Castle of St. Juande Uloa, which has for a long 
time annoyed the commerce of Mexico, and 
commanded the entrance into the port of Vera 
Cruz, was surrendered to the Mexicans on 
the seventeenthultimo. Thisagreeable intelli- 
gence is received by Capt, Fosdick, of the ship 
Francis, trom New-Orleans, arrived at New- 





York. He was,boarded on the 4th ingt, off 
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Havana, by tlie Mexican brig of war Victory, 
Capt Thomas, from Vera Cruz, bound to Ha- 
vana, with a flag of truce, having.on board 
Gen. Coppinger, the late Gove and the 
officers of the Castle. The troops posing 
the garrison, who were reduced to afew men, 
were on board of a transport which’ separated 
from the brig the day before. There is no 
doubt this intelligence is corvect. The event 
has been expected to take’ place for a length 
of time, and we congratulate the friends of 
liberty on its final accomplishment.
